not expected; however, he then reco- 
vered to his former Health and Vigour. 

I may be ſeaſonable here to take 
Notice, that if the Spitting of Blood. be 
from a Cachexy, or accompanied with a 
plentiful Spitting up of Pus ant filthy Mat- 
ter, then the Phyſician's Care ſhould be 
not to ſtop the Spitting of Blood too ha- 
ſtily by over · uſing of this Styptiek, leſt 
the Pipes of the Lungs ſhould be bound 
up before they are cleared of the Filchs, 
and the little Ulcerations healed which 
cauſe the iſſuing out of that filthy Gleet-

Volatile, and joined with Balfamicks, 
will reach in this Difficulty, I leave other 
Phyſicians to Experience and Teſtify, 

rather than ſay any thing at preſent 
of my own Obſervations in that Way. 
But if the Cough and Spitting be allayed 
and moderated, then by uſing of this
